I Armistice Day, the crumpled, 
uniformed body of a Polish 
airman was discovered lying 
beside a brick air-raid observa- 
tion post at the end of West- 
minster Bridge over the 
Thames, less than a bullet’s 
range from Scotland Yard.

PROTESTANTS PLAN FOR PEACE 


To Geneva last month came delegates from 90 
church groups for the first world meeting of Prot- 
estant churchmen since before the beginning of 
World War IL. They met to plan for peace. The 
delegates came from China and the U. S., from the 
Orthodox churches in Greece and Russia (though 
none from the state-controlled Russian church), 
from the prison camps of Europe. There were men 
like Norway’s Bishop Berggrav, who had been in 
a concentration camp for opposing the Quisling 
government, and Germany's Martin Niemiller, 
seven years a prisoner of Hitler. In Geneva’s 
bright winter sun they walked by the university, 


past the Reformation Monument (above) erected 
in honor of the great men of the Protestant begin- 
nings. In the small Cathedral of St. Pierre they 
spoke and prayed from the same pulpit where Cal- 
vin preached Protestantism 400 years ago. 

Their meeting gave proof that Protestantism, 
always weakened by arguments among denomina- 
tions, was making progress in its long attempt to 
unify itself spiritually and ecclesiastically. Signif- 
icantly the meeting was held at a time when the 
Roman Catholic Church was holding its consis- 
tory (LIFE, March 11) and proclaiming its peace 
policies. The Protestant churchmen had hoped 


since 1939 to form a World Council of Churches. 
In Geneva they announced that the first full-dress 
assembly to establish such a council would be 
held in 1948, probably in Holland or Denmark. 
Turning their attention to Europe, the Protestant 
churchmen asked food and help for all and a 
more lenient policy toward Germany lest the pres- 
ent policy “bring ruin not only upon Germany 
but upon Europe.” Said Bishop Berggrav, “The 
Church of Christ has to be the fire in the black- 
smith shop of the world. For today the earth is cold, 
the irons are cold and cannot be forged. Come, 
pray, be one with Christ, burn with his flame.”

“THE CHURCHES A 


ND WORLD ORDER” 


The Federal Council of Churches presents a program of Christian political action for America 


Shortly after the World Council of Churches met in Geneva, the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America held a special meeting 
in Columbus, Ohio. It adopted a report on “The Churches and World 
Order,” presented by John Foster Dulles, chairman of the council's 
Commission on a Just and Durable Peace. LIFE here quotes excerpts 
Srom this report, one of the important Christian statements of our time. 


Our dedication is to the progressive 
realization of the dignity and worth 
of man in every area of life—politi- 
cal, economic, social and religious; to 
the worldwide achievement of man’s 
individual freedom, under God, to 
think, to believe and to act responsi- 
bly according to the dictates of his 
own conscience. This, we believe, is 
indispensable if God’s will for man 
is to be fulfilled. 

Men are torn by alternating moods 
of hope and despair. They see hope 
in the Charter of the United Na- 
tions; in the knowledge that, through 
it, our own and other governments 
may erect the political, social and 
economic framework of a new world order; that, by collective effort, the 
nations are endeavoring to remove the causes of war. They see hope in 
that there is more widespread recognition that men have basic rights 
and should have fundamental freedoms. 

They are tempted to despair as they face the possibility that the mis- 
use of atomic power will make a shambles of our civilization. Before the 
weapons of the war have cooled, an armament race has begun among 
the nations, Terms contrary to the Atlat ‘harter and the Declaration 
of the United Nations are being imposed upon defeated peoples. And the 
great powers, who recently were bound together by a singleness of pur- 
pose, are dangerously divided, 

The problem of world order is complicated by the fact that nations 
differ in their religious, social, economic and political patterns. This is 
particularly true in the case of the Soviet Union and the Western de- 
mocracies. We cannot ignore the tensions w arise from these dif- 
ferences. As Christians, we base our view of life upon belief in the digni- 
ty and worth of man as a child of God. To this conviction we must hold 
fast. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN AND BISHOP. 


THE UNITED NATIONS 


The United Nations reflect the prayerful concern of the Christian 
community that law, order and the processes of peaceful change shall 
supplant anarchy in international relations. 

The representatives of the United States in the UNO should imme- 
diately seck agreement on a comprehensive plan for the progressive re- 
duction of military establishments throughout the world, for the 
universal abolition of peacetime conscription, and for the outlawry and 
effective control of weapons of mass destruction. 

In the initial use and continued production of atomic bombs, the 
United States has given and is giving sanction to these weapons of mass 
annihilation. We believe that this policy must not be continued. 

We support the recommendation that the Commission on Human 
Rights [of the UNO] shall direct its labors towards such objectives as (a) 
the formulation of an International Bill of Rights; (b) the formulation of 
recommendations for international declarations from governments on 
such matters as civil liberties, status of women, freedom of languages; (c) 
the protection of minorities; (d) the prevention of discrimination on 
grounds of race, sex, language, or religion; (e) any matters within the 
field of human rights considered likely to impair the general welfare or 
friendly relations among nations. 

We express the earnest hope that the colonial powers may speed- 
ily give further tangible evidence of their purpose to discharge the 
“sacred trust” which they have acknowledged under the Charter to pro- 
mote the well-being of dependent peoples, to insure their economic 
and social advancements, to develop appropriate forms of self-govern- 
ment and to assist the progressive growth of their free political institu- 
tions. 

In order that the U. S. may conform its own conduct to what it has 
urged upon others, we call upon our government to commit itself at an 


early date to apply the principles of trusteeship to such areas as may 
be detached from Japan. 

Christians whose faith embraces the conception of one humanity 
under God must labor for the day when all states shall be members of 
the world organization. We therefore urge that all applications for 
membership by neutral and former enemy states be given prompt and 
sympathetic consideration, 

We urge Christian. citizens to 
support the economic purposes of 
the United Nations and its related 
agencies for stabilization and re- 
construction. We further commend 
the proposals of our government 
for an international trade organi- 
zation to promote the exchange of 
goods and services and the reduc. 
tion of barriers to such exchange. 
We urge that generous material 
aid be given by the U. S. to help 
countries impoverished by the war 
to rebuild their economic life. 

We recognize that the proposal 
OXNAM, HEAD OF FEDERAL COUNCIL for an extension of credit to Great 

Britain, now before the Congress 
of the U, represents the kind of practical assistance which is imper- 
ative for world order. We also urge that permanent machinery be es- 
tablished under the Economic and Social Council to help meet world 
needs for emergency relief, when UNRRA comes to an end. 

ational law can come into effective operation only through 
universal acceptance by separate states. Accordingly, we call upon our 
government to accept as law of the land such international laws as are 
adopted by the United Nations. 
We further urge our government to accept compulsory jurisdiction 
in the International Court of Justice. 

CHURCE AND FORTHCOMING PEACE CONFERENCE 

nce is planned to consider draft treaties of 
peace with Italy, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland. These 
settlements will provide a major test of the principles of justice and co- 
operation agreed upon by the United Nations. 

We believe the reparations should be limited to productive capacity 
over and above that required to maintain average living standards. Rep- 
arati should not be an instrument of vengeance. There should 
be no enslavement. As stated in the Atlantic Charter, the van- 
quished should see the possibility of access on equal terms to the trade 
and raw materials of the world which are needed for their economic 
prosperity. 

We deplore the displacement of men, women, and children in mass 
evacuations with little or no regard for their physical and economic 
well-being. 

The Churches of Christ cannot condone the punishment of whole 
peoples. No lasting peace can be built upon revenge or be founded upon 
oppression. The strong must adopt enlightened policies at some cost to 
themselves to achieve a reunited world. Only if the treaties afford an 
opportunity for genuine reconciliation of peoples, will they make pos- 
sible the development of a creative peace. 


THE SPIRITUAL CRISIS OF MANKIND 


Brotherhood is now the spiritual imperative of survival. It is an 
inescapable obligation upon those who have heard the call to Christian 
discipleship to witness to their faith in their daily lives; to live it in 
their own parishes and communities—that men, seeing their example, 
may be led to a new understanding and an acceptance of brotherhood. 
This is no new obligation. It was laid upon Christians 19 centuries ago. 
But now there is new urgency to meet it. 

To carry out this program there must be (1) a development in the spir- 
itual life of the individual, (2) his integration into the worldwide body 
of Christians, (3) the projection of Christian principles into the treaties 
of peace, and (4) their expression in the life of the United Nations. 

Knowing that with God all things are possible, let us act boldly and 
confidently for a world order based on brotherhood, freedom and 


justice.

“GETTIN 


In the past two weeks we have had a series of 
speeches, all urging America to take a tougher 
line against Russia, which is having a spasm of 
aggression all over the world. Senator Vanden- 
berg opened the volley with a question which 
still hangs in the air: “What is Russia up to 
now?” He continued, “We ask it in Manchuria. 
We ask it in Eastern Europe and the Darda- 
nelles. We ask it in Italy. . . . We ask it in Iran. 
Weask it in Tripolitania. We ask it in the Baltic 
and the Balkans. We ask it in Poland. We ask 
it in the capital of Canada. We ask it in Japan. 
We ask it sometimes even in connection with 
events in our own United States. . . .” 

Secretary of State Byrnes came next. “We 
will not and we cannot stand aloof,” said he, 
“if force or the threat of force is used contrary 
to the purposes and principles of the [Atlanti 
Charter.” And then came Winston Churchill 
(see p. 47), who drew ominous analogies be- 
tween Stalin’s behavior now and Hitler's a dee- 
ade ago and proposed some permanent military 
cement for his “fraternal association” between 
Great Britain and the =

Mr. Kennedy is also for taking a firmer and 
above all a clearer line toward Russia, a feeling 
which most Americans will probably share, and 
quite rightly. Yet we feel that if this new tough- 
ness is based solely on the assumptions and rea- 
soning in Mr. Kennedy’s article, it will come to 
a sad end. For in our belief Mr. Kennedy does 
not give sufficient weight to the practical need 
for American idealism in American foreign pol- 
icy. The conflicts in the modern world concern 
ideas and ideals no less than bases and bread. 


The New Party Line 


During the “great patriot rr” the rulers 
of Russia soft-pedaled Communism within the 
country as well as without. They resurrected 
old Russian heroes such as Kutusov and gave 
their army plenty of prestige and leeway, just 
as we did here. But since early 1945 their “ide- 
ological reconversion” has been very fast. The 
phrase “dictatorship of the proletari: is re- 
spectable again; the party has reasserted its 
supremacy and, abroad, there has come a broad 
change in the Communist Party line. Out went 
men like Earl Browder, who under the stress of 
war said so many kind words for capitalism and 
peace that he apparently came to believe them. 
It has been rediscovered that the capitalist 
world is Rus inevitable enemy and that war 
is not necessarily a bad thing anyway. “Lenin 
and Stalin teach us that there are different 
kinds of wars... There are progressive and 
reactionary wars,” declares Bolshevik, a Soviet 
publication quoted in the New Leader. And 
again: “The nature of a war does not depend on 
who started it, or on whose territory it is 
waged.” Needless to say, any war the Soviet 
Union wages, regardless of who started it or 
where it is waged, will be a “progressive,” not a 
“reactionary” war. 
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TOUGH” WITH RUSSIA 


REAL PEACE REQUIRES MORE THAN “GETTING TOUGH.” WE MUST KNOW WHAT WE VALUE ABOVE PEACE 


As Mr. Kennedy’s article points out, Russian 
foreign policy has two goals, one for the nation 
and one for Communism. That makes Russian 
diplomacy especially hard to anticipate, for 
Russia does not always act merely in her own 
national interests. It is often said (Mr. Kennedy 
says it) that since Russia needs peace badly, 
therefore Russia will be a pillar of peace. But 
unlike Mr. Kennedy, Communist principles do 
y not this peace—as the 


y which sometimes mak 
the rulers of Russia reckless also makes them 
see ghosts. Their fear of encirclement by ag- 
gressive capitalist countries, though it stems 
from the Western hostility of 1917-20, is also 
anchored in Leninist dogma about the predes- 
tined behavior of all capitalist countries. Of 
Churchill's speech, Samuel Grafton said it w 
“of a sort which can give Russia a license to 
gard herself as encircled by a hostile world.” 
But Lenin gave Russia this license long before 
Churchill's speech, long before theatomicbomb; 
and it will take more than the silencing of 
Churchills or the sharing of atomic secrets to 
remove it. Russia’s fear of encirclement is not 
a neurosis; it is an article of faith,

the 
great principles edom and the rights of 
man, which are the joint inheritance of the 
English-speaking world and which . . . find 
their most famous expression in the American 
Declaration of Indeper For some time 
this crusading note, this faith in human free- 
dom, has been curiously lacking in American 
statements of policy and even more in Amer- 
ican policy itself. It even seems to be lacking, 
or sleeping, in the American people. John 
Foster Dulles, on his return from the UNO 
meeting said, “The people of the United States 
have no great faith that n them. We are in 
no mood to seize on the United Nations as an 
agency for accomplishing some great purpose 
in the world.” 
Mr. Kennedy argues that peace itself is the 
“great purpose” which should govern our for- 
cign policy. Peace is the hope behind every re- 
sponsible foreign policy, but we do not think it 
can be achieved by su 
to it. ALN. Whitehe: e wrote, “Peace is 
largely beyond the control of purpose. It comes 
as a gift. The deliberate aim at peace very easily 
Re es into its bastard substitute, anesthesia.” 
true that the value of peace and hence its 
price has gone way up since the dropping of the 
atomic bomb. But we do not think it has gone 
higher than all other human aspirations. As 
long as real peace, rather than anesthesia, is up 
for discussion, we believe that Whitehead’s 
words are still true. 
In Mr. Kennedy’s political geography the 
S. and Russia appear to be just a couple of 
nation-states trying to come to terms. As a na- 
tion, America could probably survive any num- 
ber of concessions to Russia. Mr. Kennedy 
is for being very firm with Russia, but to win 
our agreement he relies too exclusively on our 


patriotic instinct. Patriotism is still permitted 
in Yugoslavia and even in the Ukraine. 

Russia is not just a nation-state. Her ideology 
cannot be defeated by force or by bargains; it 
can only be opposed by another ideology. If we 
aspire to real equality with Russia in the years 
ahead, we must, like Russia, have higher claims 
than peace and broader claims than nationhood. 

There is a very good chance that peace, as 
well as progress, may be the by-product of bal- 
anced tension and creative rivalry between the 
U.S. and Russia. Certainly there are no mecha- 
nistic reasons why such a balance should lead 
to war. But if it is to be a true and mutually 
fructifying balance, American foreign policy 
needs something more than “toughness” and a 
will to peace. It needs, to balance the Com- 
munist idea, what Hamilton called an “active 
principle” on our side. 

What should this “active principle” be? 
Fifty years ago it would not have been neces- 
sary to ask such a question; it was the subject 
of every Fourth of July address. In those days, 
as John Foster Dulles recently said, “We acted 
under a sense of moral compulsion, as a people 
who had a mission to perform in the world. . . . 
Wesought, through conduct, example and influ- 
ence, to promote everywhere the cause of human 
freedom. We availed of every opportunity to 
spread our gospel throughout the world,” 


Our Missionary Opportunity 


How this missionary sense can in practice be 
restored to our foreign policy is shown in the 
report of the Federal Council of Churches on 
this subject, summarized on page 34. Two points 
deserveemphasis in the present crisis. One is the 
hope which these churchmen feel—and which 
Mr. Kennedy also feels—in the United Nations 
Charter. As Mr. Dulles says, this organization 
still needs a “spiritual drive” which will gal- 
vanize it into a “positive force for human wel- 
fare.” That drive it is surely up to America to 
supply. 

Secondly, America has a special duty to 
hasten progress toward self-government among 
the dependent peoples of the world. In partner- 
ship with Great Britain, the chief colonial 
power, the U.S. should take the lead in this 
task, also through UNO. Already there are re- 
volts and the promise of revolts in India, Indo- 
nesia, the Near East; yet the U.S. has officially 
stood aside. Russia is not standing aside. These 
liberation movements are more our business 
than Russia's; their slogans are those of Jeffer- 
son, Lincoln and Wilson, not Karl Marx. Men 
havenot changed; they still seek liberty and jus- 
tice above all things. Of all countries, the U.S. 
should certainly welcome new proofs of that.

MERICA’S most voluble Senator is a man who represents no state 
A of the Union, who has committed himself on no political ques- 
tion and who has never answered a roll call in any legislative 
chamber. He has, indeed, never even set foot in a legislative chamber. 
Yet it is safe to say that at no time in history has there been another sen- 
ator whose every word was heard by so many people. 

Although the Senator comes to life only on Sunday nights and then 
for but two minutes, his voice and mannerisms are familiar to 20,000,000 
radio listeners from coast to coast and mimicked by an incomputable 
ntage of them He is unquestionably the most quoted man in the 
nation. His name is Senator Beauregard Claghorn. 

Apotheosis of the Southern legislator, a professional patriot who 
drinks only from Dixie cups, whose hats are always Kentucky derbies 
and who never drives through the Lincoln Tunnel, Senator Claghorn 
was born, a full-blown windbag, on Fred Allen’s radio program five 
months ago. Within a few weeks his “That's a joke, son,” w: eping 
the country. It has been imitated so much that Bob Hope recently com- 
plained, “All I hear on the radio these days is “That’s a joke, son!” 
Doesn’t anybody have any other material?” 

‘The creator of Senator Claghorn is Kenny Delmar, a 33-year-old Bos- 
ton-born Yankee who also is the announcer on the Allen program. Al- 
though most of the Senator’s jokes are written by Allen, Claghorn is 
Delmar’s brain child. The character was inspired by a Texas cattle- 
rancher who gave Delmar a ride in his Model-T Ford one day 17 years 
ago. Delmar, having decided to end his formal education after two years 
of high school, was hitchhiking to California, During the trip the Texan 
kept quoting himself like a balky phonograph record. “Ah own 500 
acres,” he would say. “Five taniied ice that is.” 

“He was a Panama-hat Southerner,” Delmar recalls. “Everything he 
said he bellowed. And everything he bellowed he repeated. I was one 
damyankee who never got a chance to slip a word in edgewise. I filed 
him away in my mind as a character to remember.” 

So well did he remember that years later he was still burlesquing the 
‘Texan at parties and in off-hours in the radio studio. One day his routine 
was noted by Minerva Pious, the Mrs. Nussbaum of Allen’s Alley. The 
Alley is a goofy gallery of comedy characters whose distinctive com- 
ments on news developments are the highspot of the Allen show. Miss 
Pious called Allen’s attention to Delmar’s Southerner. Allen dubbed 
the character Senator Claghorn, whisked him on the air and whisked 
Delmar to fame overnight. 


“Somebody—I say, somebody knocked” 


On Oct. 7, with the portentous knock on the door that introduces 
each resident of the Alley, Senator Claghorn made his radio debut. His 
first historic words were, “Somebody—I say, somebody knocked. Who 
was it?” 

Nasally and apologetically, Allen began to mumble, “Pardon me, 
Mister. . . .” 

He was halted by a great booming noise. 

“Senator Claghorn’s the name!” Delmar roared, Then, as laughter 
rocked the nation’s radio listeners, he added, “Senator Claghorn, 
that is.” 

The rest of that famous broadcast went as follows: 

ALLEN: Senator Claghorn. . . . 
CLAGHORN (interrupting): Ah’m from the South. From the deep 
South!

This is just the beginning of the busy time for the rose- 
bush business, which is a very big business. Each year 
rosegrowers produce the surprising number of 45,000,- 
000 new bushes—25,000,000 for gardeners and 20,000,- 
000 for florists. In March they start shipping them out 
to gardeners, for whom the rose is as favorite a flower as 
it was centuries ago in Europe, Persia, China. Original- 
ly the rose existed only as a rangy bush that bloomed 
once a year. The rose hybridizers, crossing and recross- 
ing the wild types and their offspring, have multiplied 
the kinds and improved the colors so that roses grow

lovelier today than they ever have in gardening’s long 
history. Those shown here were photographed at Jack- 
son & Perkins Co., Newark, New York. Because a new 
variety is a valuable property, hybridizers work to pro- 
duce still newer types and colors. By cross-pollenizing, 
ahybridizer produces seeds of a new variety (see p. 84).

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The U.S. and the World 


To prevent World War III we should keep our military forces strong, 
work closely with Great Britain, support Nationalist China, encourage a 
Western European bloc—and tell the Russians exactly where we stand

deal of discussion about the future of the 
U.S. and the role it should play in world af- 
. Unfortunately much of it has been based on 
sentiment, wishful thinking and misinformation, 
As a result even the most intelligent citizens are 
ve. I believe that it is the 
duty of all qualified individuals to do what they 
can to remedy this situation. Therefore I have 
undertaken in this article to discuss the world 
pattern of power and policy as I see it and, on 
the basis of the realistic picture so presented, to 
propose the essentials of a new world policy for 
the U. 
The world pattern of power is simpler in one 
way than it has been for hundreds of years. It is 
composed of only three major elements: the 
U.S., Russia and the British Commonwealth; or, 
to be quite realistic, of only two, since the Bri 
ish nations are likely to be guided on dec 
issues by U.S. policy. The other elements in the 
design are France and China, who have some 
of the prerogatives but none of the strength of 
great powers; the other nations of the world, all 
of whom are now reduced to minor importance 
in power terms; the UNO, and the atomic bomb. 
To understand how the picture fits together it is 
necessary to look at each of the elements sepa- 
rately for a moment. 


i : ince the end of the war there has been a great 


UNITED STATES: The U.S. is the best-located 
nation on the globe. In available material re- 
sources, economic and cultural development, 
productive capacity, national wealth, solidarity 


gaged in an effort to destroy this power as speed- 
ily and as completely as possi ertheless 
the U.S. is, and prestimably will continue to be, 
the dominant military power of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

In my opinion, however, there are two weak 
spots in the otherwise strong and well-rounded 
body of our national power. These are the self- 
satisfied attitude of our people and their igno- 
Fence and diereaeed obttaei responsibilities as 
citizens of the first nation; and, second, the re- 

ility of our government to function 
in either world or domestic affairs. 
While we are still the first among nations, our 
tenure of that station is becoming and less 
secure. We may forfe in the not-distant fu- 
ture if we do not take action to show that we are 
worthy of it. 

The world position of a nation is determined 
not only by its power but by its intentions. 
Lacking an authoritative statement on that sub- 
ject, the following may be presumed to be the 
intentions of the U.S.: 

1. To maintain the territorial integrity and 
security of the U.S. and its dependencies, in- 
cluding the Philippines, 

To advance the political, economic and 
social well-being of the U.S. and of the world 
at large. 

3. fe maintain the territorial integrity and 


sovereignty of states of the Western Hemisphere 
and to collaborate with them in security and 
economic advancement. 

4. To participate in and fully support the 
United Nations Organization. 

5. To find, if possible, a satisfactory and 
equable basis for our relations with Russia. 

6. To enforce, with our allies, the terms im- 
posed on former enemy states. 

7, To support and develop a strong and stable 
China. 

8. To effect the “peace settlement” promptly 
and in accordance with the spirit of the United 
Nations Organization. 

9. To assist insofar as practicable in the re- 
covery of Great Britain za other friendly states. 

10. To develop, if possible, a system for the 
effective control of nuclear energy. 


RUSSIA: Russia is a good second and drawing 
closer to the U.S. as the greatest world power. 
Its people are of several races, many backward 
in development. Its standards of living, of ed- 
ucation, of liberty are low compared with those 
of the U.S., Great Britain and many of the les- 
ser powers. But it is the largest and the most pop- 
ulous white nation, the nation with the greatest 
undeveloped resources, the most powerful army 
and the most direct-acting and effective govern- 
ment in the field of world affairs. It has a great 
and growing productive capacity and ambitious 
military, economic and political aspirations. It is 
confident and ruthless.

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the most important and surely the most uncer- 
tain factor in present international relations. 
Winston Churchill has described it as a “riddle 
wrapped in a mystery inside an enigma.” The 
mystery lies in the fact that it is not a single 
policy at all but an attempt to follow both an 
ideological policy and a nationalistic policy— 
the two at times conflicting and at times merging 
into one. 

The basic ideological policy of Russia is a 
worldwide extension of communism. Under 
Stalin, Russia has retreated when necessary from 
this basic policy while engaged in consolidating 
its position as one of the two dominant world 
powers, Stalin’s recent pronouncements and the 
communistic activities in our country and Latiny 
America are striking evidence, however, that the 
basic policy has not been modified. 

The basic nationalistic policy of Russia, ex- 
pressed in general terms, is much the same as 
that of any other nation: to maintain its terri- 
torial integrity and security and to advance its 
political, economic and social well-being. In sup- 
port of her nationalistic policy it is obvious that 
Russia intends to exploit fully the prestige and 
military power which are hers as a result of the 
war. She will go as far as she dares in pressing 
her demands and will capitalize on any weak- 
nesses she may detect in the position of other 
powers, She will persistently stress her need for 
strategic security, knowing full well that sit- 
uated as she is her demands have little justifica- 
tion. The security not emphasized, but the one 
of real concern to Russia, is security against too- 
close contact with the capitalistic world. She 
wants a protective belt of “friendly” —i.e., dom- 
inated—states around her, constituting both a 
cordon sanitaire in reverse and a tem of 
bridgeheads for the advance of Communism. 

Russia has been eminently successful so far in 
pure of this policy in Central Europe and the 
Balkans, and there are increasing signs of her 
interest in Northwestern Europe 

To the southeast she is pressing for control of 
the Dardanelles, including bases in the Aegean, 
and has advanced claims to share in any trustee- 
ship arrangements which may be set up con- 
cerning Africa from Eritrea to Tangier. 

In the Middle East she is demanding that 
Turkey “rectify” the northeast frontier. She has 
refused to withdraw from northern Iran, has

JOSEPH P. KENNEDY 


As diplomat, businessman and public 
official, Joseph P. Kennedy has had a 
distinguished career.

In this article, written at 
LIFE’s request, Mr. Kennedy defines 
the factors that now influence world 
power and politics. From these Mr. 
Kennedy draws what he presents as 
a realistic basis for dealing with the 
rest of the world—particularly Rus- 
sia.

Russia’s intentions concerning the atomic 
bomb are even less definable. She has announced 
that she would proceed with the development of 
the bomb and recent events in Canada certainly 
confirm this, But for the present, at least, she is 
also cooperating in the preliminary efforts of the 
World Organization to control nuclear ene 
Her policy is undoubtedly in process of develop 
ment. One thing is certain, however: she will not 
willingly accept a secondary position in the field 
of nuclear energy. And it is likely that she will 
find it extremely difficult to agree on a workable 
formula for international control of its military 
production and use. 
ssian policy as regards the United Nations 
Organization partakes of both the mystery and 
the enigma of Churchill's pungent comment. My 
ncept of the Soviet policy toward the Organ- 
tion is to “go along with it,” at least for the 
present, on the simple theory that to do so will 
do Russia some good and can do her no harm, 
On the good side Russia finds satisfaction in be- 
ing recognized as a full member of the family of 
nations. She finds an improved bargaining posi- 
tion and an opportunity to extend her interests 
and influence into areas and problems otherwis 
beyond her reach.

ears as it will take to rehabilitate her economy and to catch 
up to the U.S. and Britain in industrial and atomic power. 

Meantime Russia contributes little to the UNO and risks noth- 
ing. Her veto rights in the Security Council protect her and her 
satellites. She will watch developments and while doing so will 
capitalize to the fullest on her position as a key member of the 
Organization. 


BRITISH EMPIRE: The British Empire in almost all elements of 
national power is the antithesis of Russia. But perhaps the most 
important difference lies in the fact that whereas Russia, great as 
only at the threshold of greater power and advancement, 
h Empire has progressively declined since the turn of the 
century—a process substantially accelerated by the events of the 
last ten years. 

Great Britain, the heart of the British Empire, has owed its 
primacy to its lar protection, its strategic position, its natural 
resources, the high quality of its people and its government and 
to its having led the world into the industrial era. 

In nearly all of the above-mentioned material factors Great 
Britain has lost ground during recent years. Exhaustion of re- 
sources, obsolescence of industrial equipment, loss of foreign in- 
vestments, world competition have all contributed. Technical 
developments in warfare have undermined her military position to 
an extent not generally realized. The advent of airpower and its 
prospective development threaten her position from Gibraltar to 
Suez, and Russia's aggressive attitude Aiceshatowrs a situation in 
vhich Russia may be able to so dominate the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean as to undermine the British position in the Middle East and 
to control the lifeline to the Far East. Only in the elimination of 
Germany, Italy and Japan, in the decline of France and in her 

closer association with the U.S. has her relative position improved. 
The British Empire is now the third and last of the really great 
powers and is clearly in a category below the U.S. and Russia, 

Since the Napoleonic period British policy toward the U.S. has 
in general been friendly—the degree of such friendship developing 
progr growing power and prestige of the ts 
Sin to its present position the maintenance of 
not only a friendly but a supporting relationship on our part is the 
most important single objective in British foreign policy. 

The fundamental policy by which the British built and main- 
tained the Empire has been to insure, through their naval and 
maritime power, that they dominated the seven seas and, through 
diplomacy, alliance or war, that they prevented any nation from 
dominating continental Europe. The British are now seriously con- 
cerned lest in defeating Germany they may merely have shifted 
the potential threat on the continent from Germany to Russia. W 
must assume, therefore, that British continental policy from now 
on will be to oppose by all practical means the military, political or 
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RUSSIA’S ARMED STRENGTH, still a large proportion of military-age 
manpower, is unimpaired by hasty demobilization. In Manchuria, current 
trouble spot, Russians have 600,000 troops; U. S. has only 45,000 in all China, 


economic advance of Russia to the westward and to enlist the sup- 
port of the Western European nations and the U.S. toward this 
end. 

British policy concerning the atomic bomb has been clearly 
stated. No nation has a greater stake in effectively eliminating the 
bomb than has Great Britain, and she may be expected to spare no 
effort to bring it under a reliable system of control. 

British policy toward the United Nations Organization may be 
described as one of cordial support and optimism tempered with 
realism. 


FRANCE; As the first of the secondary powers, as the principal 
power of Western Europe and as one of the five veto powers of t! 
United Nations, France will occupy a position in international 
affairs somewhat more important than her present military and 
economic position would indicate. 

The basic objectives of French foreign policy are the restoration 
of France’s political-moral influence as a great power and the pre- 
vention of future German ag 

France will participate fully in the World Organization both to 


assert her position as a world power and because a long period of 
peace is essential for her own rehabilitation and development. She 
will also endeavor to maintain friendly relations with Soviet Rus- 
sia, Great Britain, the U.S. and the smaller European powers in 
order to supplement the French foul system, defend her em- 


jie and re-establish her economy. An important element of 
French policy, not yet clearly Biscan », will be her exact orien- 
tation as between Russia and Great Britain. Her position is pivotal. 
If she aligns herself strongly with Russia, then Western Europe 
will fall into the Russian orbit. If, instead, she looks to the west, 
Russia may be contained in Asia and Eastern Europe. 


CHINA; Vast, populous and inscrutable, China is potentially a 
great power and like France has a permanent seat and veto rights in 


the Security Council. With an area greater than the U.S. and more 
than three times its population, located alongside an unpredict- 
able new Russia, in a part of the world where the stability and 


leadership of a great power are sorely needed, China must be 
recognized as of great future importance in the world situation. 

China’s biggest problem and her basic policy is to establish her- 
self in the status of a world power which in a sense has been thrust 
upon her. Unless there is a ( unist-dominated government in 


China, which is still a possibility, she will continue to look to the 
U.S. for support and guidance. 

Assuming the development of a stable and effective govern- 
ment, with no insoluble problems concerning Russia, China may 


be counted upon to do her part in the control of Japan, in support 
of the United Nations and in maintaining normal relationship 
with Great Britain and France and their interest in the Far East.

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BRITISH EMPIRE * 


U.S. ECONOMIC STRENGTH, greatly expanded during the war, makes 
us potentially the strongest military power in the world. But latent pow- 
er might not pull us through in a short, sudden atomic war of the future. 
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THE U.S. AND THE WORLD conrinueo 
LESSER POWERS: Besides these five nations there are 59 other 


sovereign states of widely varying power and importance. For our 
purposes the important fact about these lesser powers is that there 
is an increasing tendency on their part to group themselves, re- 
gionally or otherwise, in special relationships with one of the great 
powers—for example, the Latin-American group, the British Com- 
monwealth group, the Eastern European group and eventually per- 
haps a Western European group. The over-all result of this devel- 
opment is to further enhance and emphasize the primacy of the 
three great powers. 


ATOMIC BOMB: Up to this point we have discussed the pattern of 
world power and policies on a basis of the strength and intentions 
of nations. There are two other factors, however, of a different 
kind, which must be considered—the atomic bomb and the United 
Nations Organization. 

It is impracticable in a short article such as this to do more than 
record certain pertinent facts concerning the atomic bomb. I can 
say, however, that these statements are based on what I consider 
to be the best scientific and military opinion available. 

First, it is doubtful that a workable system for the regulation or 
abolition of atomic bombs can be developed in the near future. 

Second, the supply of atomic bombs will be limited in practice 
to the U.S. and Rus: ‘0 other nation, not even Great Britain 
nor the British Commonwealth together, can afford either the 
investment or the cost of manufacture. Far from suddenly making 

ants out of pygmies in the family of nations, the bomb h 
Fariee widened the already great difference in power betwee! 
either Russia or the U. S. and any other power or group of powers. 

In case of war between the two primary powers, the atomic 
bomb—if available equally to both, as it will be in perhaps five or 
ten years—would make little if any difference in their relative 
y strength. Neither does the use of bombs as a means of 
coercion—by threat of their being dropped or secretly planted—in 
the long run materially affect the power relationship. 

The use of the bomb to strike a knockout surprise blow is con- 
ceivable but not probable. However, such a possibility tends to 
strengthen Ri ’s position in relation to the U.S. because Russia 
might make such an attack and the U.S. would not. 


UNITED NATIONS ORGANIZATION: The United 
ganization provides an over-all moral and stabilizing influence 
capable ultimately of becoming a powerful factor in the pattern of 
world power and policy. But so far—and as far as can be seen in 
the future—it can have no tangible effects. Due to the veto rights 
of the great powers in the Security Council the UNO cannot coer 
a great power or any of its satellites. As a result the small powers 
are encouraged to cluster in blocs around one or another of the 
five veto powers for protection and advantage. Because of the veto 
arrangement, the “United Nations” are inevitably divided. 


A WORLD POLICY FOR THE With the foregoing diseus- 
sion of power and policies, we are now ready to consider our pri- 
mary subject, a world policy for the U.S. There are two funda- 
mentally different concepts between which we must choose. 

The first of these is based on the belief that by pressing steadily 
and persistently to establish liberal democracy throughout the 

vorld, the world will eventually reach such a state of advanced 
lization that there will be no more war or fear of war. It 
isualizes peace as the end product of progress. 

In theory this concept is not unreasonable; it would capitalize 
on all the factors and influences which strive, impatiently at times, 
for a better world and a better life. It attracts supporters who are 
ardent, sincere, active and optimistic. It appeals to the best in the 
best of men and the best of nations. In my opinion, however, it has 
three fundamental defects. 

The first defect lies in the fact that by its very nature such a 
policy would involve the nation in a program of minding other peo- 
ple’s business on a global scale, never previously attempted or 
seriously considered. 

The second defect is that, contrary to the theory that world 
progress will bring world peace, history indicates that the most 
“advanced” nations are often the nations which have fought the 
most wars; Greece, Rome, Spain, France, Great Britain, Germany 
and the U.S. are examples. There is little in history to prove that if 
all the world, including Asia, should attain the civilization of, say 
France, the peace of the world would be assured. A strong case can 
be made to the contrary. 

The third and most serious defect is that if the policy of minding 
everyone’s business should prove explosive, if we should “de- 
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THE U.S. AND THE WORLD conrtimveo 


velop” backward nations into warring nations, or if a great power 
should drop a mask of cooperation and turn aggressor, then the 
plan of worldwide betterment will have failed—and the failure 
would not be covered by any form of insurance. No part of the 
plan is specifically designed to prevent a major war or to win it if it 
should occur. This defect is inherent, moreover, because the same 
trust and high-minded optimism that nurtures the concept will 
always—as we know by costly experience—undermine and defeat 
the forces of realism which would adequately provide for national 
security at all times. 

In my opinion these three defects when taken together make 
the concept an unworkable and perilous basis for a world policy 

Now let us examine the world policy of the U. S., insofar as it i: 

ossible to understand a policy which has been neither definitely 
stated, frankly discussed nor clearly explained. 

Does our present policy involve us on a world scale in minding 
other people’: 's business? I submit that it does. Elections in Greece; 
racial crises in Palestine; ideological and political conflicts in the 
Balkans, India, Spain and the Argentine; problems of “dependent 
people” wherever found are examples, and as if these involvements 
voce not-enough there is our “fill support” of Uruguay's pro- 
nouncement claiming the right to judge and to act concerning the 
internal affairs of any nation. 

Does it assume, contrary to the record of history, that the more 
“advanced” a people or a nation the less apt it is to be involved 
in war? Apparently it does; for the most definite part of our policy 
is our commitment for the advancement of all nations and all peo- 
ples. While our current support of a strong and progressive China, 
in my opinion, is entirely sound, nevertheless the economic and 

litical advancement of the billion Asiatics to the standards of the 
Western world could certainly not be counted on to assure a world 
security. The reverse might well be tru 
our present world policy, insofar as it can be understood, 
provide us any insurance in the event of another major war? I can 
see only faint evidence of it. 

The postwar military policy of the U. S. is not yet announced or 
determined. However, when one contemplates how popular de- 
mand and the lack of strong leadership to control that demand have 
wrecked our vast military machine of a few months ago, the pros- 
pects are not bright for a military policy strong enough to give 
much insurance against war. 

The disarmament and control of former enemy states is the 
responsibility of the allied nations, acting through the great pow- 
ers concerned. It is not, as many believe, the responsibility of the 
United Nations Organization. It may be assumed therefore that 
our policy toward former enemy states will offer reasonable assur- 
st their becoming a source of World War III for years 


to come. 
There remains as the third form of our insurance against war 


the security features of the World Organization. It is our policy, 
and I am in full accord with it, to support strongly the United 
Nations Organization. But unfortunately it can offer little or no as- 
surance against a major war. The veto power, as noted, makes it 
altogether useless as an instrument of coercion against a major 
power or any of its satellites. The organization may be able to pre- 
yent minor wars but not major ones. 

It appears, therefore, that our world policy insofar as it is at 
present revealed 1) has whatever elements of strength that may 
accrue from good intentions, lofty ideals and high hopes; 2) is 
seriously defective in that it accepts the war-breeding risks of 
worldwide meddling under the guise of benign interest; 3) is on 
doubtful if not dangerous ground in assuming that to advance a 
backward people or nation to our standards of “civilization” will 
necessarily make them “peace-loving”; 4) while providing reason- 
able assurance against war due to the resurgence of former enemy 
states, is otherwise inadequate to prevent war, because a) our post 
war military policy is as yet uncertain—and the prospects for its 
effectiveness are not good, and b) the World Organization, which 
we wisely support in full, cannot prevent a major war. 

In other words, our present policy is based on a concept that is 
demonstrably unworkable and perilou 

I propose a realistic concept to take its place. This concept ac- 
cepts as a fact that in the present state of the human race there 
may well be another world war in the making and that such a war 
would be a fatal blow to world progress. Accordingly it maintains 
that the world should concentrate all its efforts. even at the ex- 
pense of immediate progress, in preventing another world war. Its 
premise is that if we succeed in doing this, progress will flourish 
automatically—that, in short, progress is the end product of peace 
instead of peace being the end product of progress. 
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This concept provides for maintaining the nation and its friends 
in such a position that should a world war come, that war would be 
short, decisive and fatal to the aggressor. Within these limits the 
concept would avail itself of all facilities for uplift and betterment 
among all peoples. 

Having thus recognized the prevention of World War III as our 
primary objective, we must next examine the conditions which 
could bring about such a war with a view to developing our princi- 
pal policies for preventing it. 

Assuming that the resurgence of enemy powers as aggressor na- 
tions is not a serious hazard in the foreseeable future, there are 
but two conditions which alone or in combination could brit 
about another world war. These are a substantial decline in the 
power and prestige of the U.S. and a break among the three great 

ywers. 

“The decline of the U.S.” has a strange and unreal sound. Yet 
the idea is by no means unreal. A nation, like a man, cannot stand 
still. It advances or it declines. We finished this war as the most 
powerful nation in h'=sry. What are we now? We have de- 
molished our vast military machine; our armies in peace have 
dimmed the glory they won in war; we have a gigantic, probably 
unpayable public debt; reconversion is dragging; management and 
labor are deadlocked, strikes are paralyzing industry; inflation is 
threatening, every pressure group is intent on getting its hand- 
out; we have politics as usual, or worse, and a government ineffec- 
tive at home and only somewhat less so abroad. Does this situation, 
which is plain to every thinking man, warrant a complacent as- 
sumption that we shall maintain our world position? It does just 
the reverse—it sounds a clear note of warning that we may not. If 
we are really to be the first among nations, we must rededicate our- 
selves to that proposition. 

The second and most probable source of World War III is a 
break among the three great powers. As a practical matter a break 
which might extend to a major war will almost certainly find Soviet 
Russia on one side and either the U. S., the British Empire and, 
more probably, both on the other. It is for this on that, next 
to maintaining the primacy of the U. S., our policy toward Russia 
is both the most important and the most difficult part of our world 
policy. It is vitally important because Russia is the greatest poten- 
tial source of a world war. 

In contrast to our apparent policy toward Russia, which seems 
to combine appeasement, uncertainty and double talk, Russia 
knows what she wants and does not hesitate to say so. With her 
one-party dictatorship and her military power tively intact, 
she is in a position to threaten and to act as best suits her purpose. 
She is unhampered by accepted standards of conduct. She is pre- 

red to seize upon every weakness or mistake of her opponents. 
Tn common parlance, Russia appears to have the world blufled— 
and is making the most of it. 
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But this situation cannot go on indefinitely, and it is obvious 
that the U.S. must take the lead in resolving it. 

In my search for an approach to this vital undertaking, I find 
there is one fact on which all who know Russia best agree: that 
Russia understands, expects, admires and demands unvarnished, 
direct, practical and even brutal realism—in thought, talk and 
deed. She practices it herself, she expects others to do likewise and 
she is suspicious if they do not. The idea that a nation should in- 
dulge in any thought or action not entirely based on its own 
interests is apparently so remote from her concept that she con- 
siders such a nation either a fool, a weakling or both. 

Our relations with the Russians have long suffered because we 
have ignored and combated this obsession of theirs for realism. We 
must reverse this practice and adopt realism as the basis of our 
policy. In order to hn so we must have before us a frank and honest 
statement of possible Russian policy, and how such policies con- 
cern the U.S. In my opinion Russian policy from our point of 
view may be divided into five groups: 

1. Matters which we may not like but which, realistically 
speaking, are beyond review. 

Examples: Finland, Baltic States, Bessarabia, Kuriles, some 
phases of German occupation. 

2. Matters which we oppose in principle, but will not miake an 
issue of except insofar as they are indicative of noncooperation. 

Examples: Poland, East Prussia, North Korea. Present scale of 
Communistic activities, difficult attitude concerning United 
Nations. 

3. Matters of substantial or serious disagreement, which, thou 
of such a nature that military threat or action is impracticable, 
nevertheless constitute actual noncooperation and therefore call 
for appropriate noncooperation on our part, particularly as to 
assistance in economic recovery. Matters of this kind may serious- 
ly impair the World Organization and involve Russia’s separation 
from it. 

Examples: Rumania, Bulgaria, Turkey, Iran, Manchuria, inten- 
sified Communistic activities, failure to cooperate in the United 
Nations, in arriving at peace settlements or in attempts to control 
nuclear energy. 

4, Matters indicating a change of Russian policy from non- 
cooperation to potential threat—and hence requiring definite ac- 
tion on our part concerning the national and worldwide security 
position in relation to Russia, and the expulsion of Russia from 
the World Organization. 

Examples: Political or military advance west of Russian zone in 
Germany. Aggressive action against Scandinavia or North Africa: 
Action to disrupt the United Nations, or,to develop Russian 
dominance in the field of nuclear energy. 

5. Matters transcending Group 4 and definitely constituting ag- 
gression and a major threat to world peace, csennndin resort to war. 

Examples: Actual or threatened attack against the west coast 
of Europe, Great Britain, the Philippines, the Western Pacific or 
the Western Hemisphere. 

In the light of the foregoing discussion, I propose the following 
basic policy and supporting policies, the substance of which in 
my opinion should be announced and acted on as the world 
policy of the U.S, 

The basic world policy for the U.S. should be to prevent World 

War Il, To implement this basic policy we should: 


UNITED STATES: Maintain the primacy of the U.S., and to that 
end: 

1. Take inventory of our capabilities in relation to our current 
commitments, foreign and domestic, and adjust our national and 
foreign policies accordingly. 

2. Make an effort, comparable in intensity and effectiveness to 
the recent war effort, to improve the effectiveness of our govern- 
mental system at home and abroad. 

3. Make the American people accept and understand that world 
leadership has brought them responsibilities, new in kind and 
new in extent, and that if they shirk these responsibilities they 
will lose that leadership, and with it the last hope for a world of 
peace and progress. 

4. Make certain that we maintain the moral, economic, military 
and political power of the U.S. at a level to insure that if war 
should come, it will be short, decisive and fatal to the aggressor. 


RUSSIA: Make the solution of our difficulties with Russia second 

in importance only to making the U.S. the strongest nation in 

the world, and to that end: 
1. Announce that the U.S. considers its relations with Russia

2. State that the U.S. will hereafter follow a policy of unequiy- 
ocal frankness and clear-cut realism in its relations with Rus- 
sia. 

3. Inform Russia that the U.S. can conceive of five possible 
positions that Russian policy might assume toward the U.S.— 
normal friendship and cooperation, limited cooperation, nonco- 
operation, potential threat and actual aggression or threat of 
aggression. 

4. Inform Russia that in the first case the U.S. stands ready to 
cooperate fully with Russia and to generously assist in her econom- 
ic reconstruction. In the second case the measure of U. S. co- 
operation and assistance will be the degree of Russian coopera- 
tion. In the third case the U.S. will not cooperate with Russia. 
In the fourth case we shall be forced to take appropriate action 
concerning our national security and the worldwide security po- 
Oana waa earcaleamare otaere sition. In the fifth case we would declare war. 

5. In the conduct of our relations with Russia, classify all 
problems which arise as to these five cases and determine thereby 
the basis of our course of action. 


6. As regards matters falling in cases two or three, inform Russia 
@ _— that while the U.S. will not consider the use of force, it will form 
its own opinions of the extent of Russia’s lack of cooperation and 


will act accordingly. 

7. As regards matters falling in cases four or five, inform Russia 
that if she is suspected of turning from noncooperation to aggres- 
sion she will be taking the surest way to consolidate the Western 
World against her. 


BRITISH EMPIRE AND GREAT BRITAIN: Our policy toward 
Great Britain and the British Empire should be one of mutual co- 
operation, support and assistance in all matters within our re- 
spective capacities and consistent with the fundamental policy of* 
preventing World War III. 


FORMER ENEMY STATES: Our policy toward former enemy 
states should be to enforce the surrender terms and continue the 
present policy for their disarmament and control until such time 
as they are qualified to resume their positions among peace-lov- 
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Kut-Ups feat . WESTERN EUROPE: Our policy should be to favor, and within 

BOTTOMS: Briefs, our capabilities to develop and support the friendly nations of 

this area, and to encourage them to form a regional organization 
within the United Nations Organization. 


GENERAL: Subject to the above policies, we should take all prac« 
ticable measures within our capabilities for the progressive ad- 
vancement of all nations and all peoples. 

Thave no illusions, in presenting these ten proposals in support 
of the basic objective of preventing World War III, that I have 
revealed a new Decalogue which must be obeyed if, even after 40 
years, we are to emerge from our war-made wilderness into the 
promised land of a better world.
